Are Milder, Says Weather Expert 


A tlanta, April 24 (AP) — The con­ 
tention of old tim ers th at w inters 
are going fussy was upheld today by 
J 
ii 
Kincer, chief of the U nited 
States w eather bureau's division of 
clim ate and crop weather. 
In a paper presented before the 
American Meteorological society, he 
asserted “in the light of present 
knowledge we must conclude th a t 
grandfather isn’t so far wrong when 
he says winters now are not so cold 
and the snow's not so deep as ti icy 
used to be ’’ 
A clim atic cycle, Kincer explained, 
has brought a world-wide chunge to 
warm er tem peiatures since the tu rn 


of the century but it isn’t a perm an- 
ent proposition. 
“An examination of the longer 
weather records of the country, go­ 
ing back HJO yards or m ore,” he said, 
"indicates that this docs not repre­ 
sent a perm anent change in clim ate, 
but rather a warm, dry phase of our 
norm al 
climate, 
to 
be 
followed, 
doubtless, by a cooler, w etter phase, 
when there will be m ore rain in 
sum m er and lower tem peratures in 
winter.”

Over there in the field plow­ 
ing,’ was the answer of the Good 
Intent manager, pointing at Plank 
behind the plow 
"At this (hr visiting manager 
laughed, and going back to his 
teammates, told them about it. and 
they all had a good laugh, saying 
what they were going to do to the 
opposing pitcher that day. 
"At the lime of Hie game Plank 
left the plow and went into pitch. 
Not an Idaville player reached first 
base during the entire nine innings, 
and many of them were struck out. 
Eddie did not allow the semblance 
of a hit, and oniy two or three balls 
were hit to the outfield. The final 
score of the game was Good Intent, 
13; Idaville, 0. 
"This game, it is said, was the 
starting of a wonderful career for 
the veteran southpaw, who yester­
